He was to have been 
dumped, he believes.

Dodd, who is President of the Missouri and 
of the Edison, is also President of the Munic- 
ipal’s peculiar,organization.

Husband.

In all 148 Anarchists are tmprisoned here.

Forty-One Workmen Fell a Distance of 
110 Feet.

OF THIS NUMBER ONLY SIXTEEN WERE 
TAKEN OUT ALIVE. 


Witout a Moment’s Warning the Struo- 
ture Crashed Intothe Water Below:-Thse 
People of Two Cities Aid inthe Work 
of Rescue—The Bridge Was Almost 
Completed and Connected Louisville 
and Jeffersonville—Eye Witnesses De- 
soribe the Disaster—Names of Those 


Taken Out of the Ruins. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec.—At 1:15 this morning 
a span of the bridge over the Ohio River, be- 
tween this city and Jeffersonville, Ind., now 
being constructed, fell with a crash and roar 
into the water. Fifty-one men were at work 
on the span at the time and of these forty- 
one were hurled into the river, a distance of 
110 feet. Of these twenty-five were killed 
outright and the others badly injured, some 
fatally.

THE FATAL PLUNGE. 

In the memory of those who witnessed the 
falling of the bridge span ‘it will always re 
maina horrible picture. Fora moment the 
huge structure swung and swayed inthe 
wind, and then with its human freight 
plunged into the water, with a deafening 
crash, 110 feet below. Some of the doomed 
mep, as the timbers sank beneath them, 
and they seemed to real'ge that they were 
about to plunge intothe awful abyss, ciung 
to the sides of the structure with death 
grips, while others sprang clear the 
treacherous wood and iron and leaped to the 
river far below. Along the shores were 
hundreds of people engaged their 
daily avocations, and on tbe river were 
numbers of steamboats and other crafts on 
both sides of the stream, loading and un. 
loading their cargoes. These pefsons 
describe the scene as pictured above. There 
had been little warning. First there camea 
sharp report, like the firing of rifles, 
then a crash and roar, ard the 
bridge and the men at work on it 
werea massof debrisontne surface of the 
river. Every craft on the river set up a 
shrill shriek for help, and in a few minutes 
it seemed as if the whole population of the 
two cities lined the river banks, anxious to 
lend succor to the helpless men in the water.

THE WORK OF RESCUR, 

The ferry company at orce sent two boats 
to assistin securing the bodies of the dead 
and dying and rescuing the workmen still 
alive, and hundreds of skiffs, yawis and 
other small crafts carried willing hands to 
assist in the work. 

The officials of the bridge were soon on the 
ground, but refused to answer any questions 
puttothem. Both banks of the river were 
crowded with people. Manyj Women were 
in the throngs, and among them the 
wives and children of those who had gone 
down to death. 

One by one mangled corpses were taken 
fromthe tangled timbers and iron work of 
the ruined span. 

At 11 o’clock it was Known twenty-five men 
had been killed, as that number of dead 
bodies had been recovered, but at that hour 
the number of wounded could not 
be ascertained, though the num. 
ber was known to be large 
Three patrol wagons were Kept busy and the 
guards were assisted by the Fire Department 
in carrying Off the dead and injured, the 


wagons could mot goto and from the hos- 
pital fast enough to receive those taken from 
the river. . . 

CROW D6 AT THE BRIDGE APPROACH. 

The bridge stretches from Louisville, on

The injured were broaght to the City Hos- 
pital at the rate of about one a minute. At 
11:15 o’clock seven men had been brought 
‘there. All were unconscious and asa result 
their names could not be learned. 

The first dead man takenout was James 
Burns. Henry Lee of New Albany was re- 
moved badly injured. 

CAUSE OF THE CALAMITY, 

The accident was due tothe insecure plac- 
ing of the ‘‘traveler’’ last night. The 
traveler is the derrick On tracks used for 
carrying material from the - con- 
structed part of the bridge to that 
part now undergoing construction. 
the wind still further loosened it and this 
morning the order was given [to draw it back 
into Its place, and the ngines were started. 
The wind was high and the swaying of the 
false work forced the ‘‘traveler’’ from the 
piles on which it was placed. When the end 
slipped off the men realized their danger. 
The engiheer called to the men, and ten of 
the fifty-one on the span escaped. Forty-one 
fell 110 feet into the water. 

The bridge has been Under construction for 
anumber of years. SVeral times work has 
been suspended for lack of funds. Two years 
ago the Masonic Savings Bank failed because 
of its connection with the bridge company. 
Recently financial assistance was obtained 
and work was resumed, 

Three years agoin constructing the plera 
dreadful accident happened at the caisson, 
resulting in the death of twelve men. Acci- 
dents have been frequent, and from first to 
last, [it Is said that fifty men have been 
killed. : 

The number of men employed on the part 
of the bridge that fell was 130, but fortunate- 
ly this morning only fifty-one had gone to 
work on the treacherous span that fell. 

The span which fell would have been fin- 
ished this afternoon. After the ‘‘traveler’’ 
had been fastened to the pliers there would 
have been no danger from the wind, 


SAW THE SPAN FALL. 

An acquaintance of the Post-DIsPpaATcH 
correspondent, who saw the fatal plunge of 
the bridge span, describes the accident. He 
says: ‘‘Il was standing onthe bridge near 
the Kentucky side and seeing that the span 
was about tofallI called to the men fo get 
off as soon as possible. I had just counted 
the men who were on the span a few minutes 
before and there were fifty-one in all, not 
counting myself. 

‘*‘When I called the men dropped their 
tools and came toward me, but only ten of 
them could get off. The others went down 
inthe heap. I wasso Dadly frightened that 
I could not tell how many of them gotout. I 
only saw one man swim to the shore. 

‘*The accident was mainly caused by the 
wind. There wasa high gale blowing from 
the Southwest all morning and I realized 
that atany time the span might be biown 
down. Then, too, the piling under the span 
by which it was being supported was weak. 
The current is very swift and a large amount 
of driftwood was dammed against the sup- 
porters. Ifthe wind had not been so high, 
hower, the pilings were sufficiently strong to 
have done the work. The bridge fell like a 
pack of cards. It became loosened on the 
Indiana side first and swayed gradually 
across to the opposite side.’’ 

MANY FARROW ESCAPES. 

There were many narrow escapes by the 
workmen, who Darely missed death in the 
terrible plunge. John Lehey, in falling 
from the ‘‘traveler,’’ caught on a rope and 
lowered himself into the water. 

Mike Flynn of st. Louis was saved inlike 
manner. 

Harry Maxwell of st. Louls, finding himself 
talling, grasped the edge ofthe pier and after 
the structure went from under him drew 
himself to the top. 

Dr. D. C. Priton of Jeffersonville, the phy- 
sician of the Phcentx Bullding Co., as soon as 
ihe first span fell, secured a skiff and went to 
the assistance of the unfortunate men. 
While the skiff was being rowed tothe mass 
of debris, the second span, directly over the 
skiff of the physician gave way. Dr. Priton, 
realized his danger, Jumped from the skiff to 
theriver. Heswam about fifty yards, when 
he was picked up by another skif and 
brought to the shore without injury. 

THE LO88 OF LIFE. 

It is possible that when the full roster of 
the men employed on the bridge is compared 
with the number known to be alive, the loss 
of life may be swelled toa larger number 
than now suspected. 

Some of the men who escaped say there 
were 100 men at work when the catastrophe 
occurred, and as but few were taken out of 
the water or from the debris, the loss of life 
is put down as at least fifty souls, 

Other men say that just previous to the acc!i- 
dent a number of men had been called off to 
the span south of the one that fell, 
and not more than [fifty remained. 
Of these some reached the plier and 
as a few were saved after striking the 
water, theloss of life is not thougnt to be 
twenty or twenty-five at the outside, 

This latter estimate Is probably nearly cor- 
rect, although the actual loss of life will not 
be ascertained until the roll is called'and the 
missing located. Some of the men were carried 
in skiffsto Jeffersonville and others tothis 
side, so that definite and reliable informa- 
tion is very difficult to oDtain, 

AT THE HOSPITAL. 

When the terrible disaster first became 
known in Jeffersonville, the Jeffersonville 
Infirmary was opened preparatory to receiv- 


ing the unfortanates. 
Drs. D. L. Fields, W. W. Williams, I, D. 


Ruddle, Dr. Walker and Dr. D. O. Peiton 
were at the Institution. Upto noon only two 
of the victims had been taken to the institu- 
tion. They were as follows:

The Last Words of Murderer Dick 
Robinson on the Gallows. 


He Has Paid the Penalty for Killing 
Johanna Scholmanpn. 


HE DIED A HORRIBLE DEATH FROM 
STRANGULATION. 


Be Displayed Remarkable Coolness on 
the Scaffold and Died Bravely—Made a 
Brief Address to the One Hundred 
Witnesses of the Hanging-—The Exe- 
cution of the Negroes Courtney and 
Taylor in Maryland for the Murder of 
Capt. Cooper—Their Brutal Crime. 


SEDALIA, Mo., Dec. 15.—Dick Robinson, the 
murderer of Johanna Scholmann, was exe- 
cuted this forenoon. The dropfell at 11:11 
and he wasdead in eighteen minutes, the 
pulse stopping in eight minutes. His neck 
was not broken by the seven-feet drop, and 
he died a horrible death by strangulation. 

Robinson displayed the most remarkable 
nerve on the scaffold. He climbed the steps 
to the platform with a firmness that was sur- 
prising. He madea brief aadress to the 100 
witnesses of his execution in a voice as calm 
as if the happiest life, instead of death, was 
just before him. 

Sheriff Porter, in trying to adjustthe Knot 
properly under his ear, raised yhe black cap 
and asked: ' 

**Dick, am I hurting you?*’ 

**Let her go,’’ wasthe prompt reply, and 
they were his last words. 

The dead body of a young woman was found 
lying ina cluster of ragweeds, in the south- 
ern suburbs of Sedalia, just before daylight 
on the morning of Oct. 24, 1892. A small stab 
wound in the neck told how the girl had met 
her death, the carotid artery having been 
severed by a single stroke of some sharp in- 
strument. An autopsy disclosed that the 
woman had been outraged before she was 
killed andthat her unborn child had also 
been murdered. The body was identified as 
that of Johanna Schollman, aged 24, unmar- 
ried, and a servant girl employed by Maj. E. 
W. Stevens. Dick Robinson was immediately 
arrested forthe murder and two days later 
confessed his guilt. He was convicted of the 
murder at the following April term of the 
Criminal Court. Dick Robinson was born 
Jan. 27, 1867, near ColumDia, Mo., where he 
received a fair common school education. 
He always. borea good reputatiqn and did 
not drink or gamble... The parents of his 
victim reside in Benton County, having em!i- 
grated tothis country from Germany nine 


yearsago. Miss Scholliman was sbhortly to 
marry a young German farmer of Nehrasxka. 


DOUBLE HANGING. 


Arthur Courtney and Henry Taylor Exe- 
cuted in Maryland. 

PRINCESS ANNE, MQd., Dec. 15.—Two ne- 
groes, Arthur Courtney and Henry Taylor, 
were hanged here at 11:30 to-day.

Their victim was not killed at first, as they 
had thought, but revived and showed fight. 
The three men struggled up the hatchway to 
the deck. Capt. Cooper was unarmed, 
and quick as a flash Taylor seized a 
quilt and threw it over his head. The blows 
were continued. Grabbing the rigging to 
hold himself up, the weakened man begged 
for life, callingon his assistants to save his 
life for the sake of his wife and children, 

The brutes paid no heed to the piteous ap- 
peals, and witha still more powerful blow, 
Courtney knocked Capt. Cooper overboard. 
Hethen jumped intoa boat and struck the 
unfortunate victim another blow Before he 
sank beneath the waves. 

After securing the keys to the Captain’s 
eo they gotthe money, amounting to only 

Not in the least disturbed by the 
awful crime they had committed 
thinking to ward of suspicion, 
Courtney and Taylor went to Capt. Cooper’s 
house on the following Wednesday and, see- 
ing his wife, told her that her husband had 
leftthe boat on Sunday and haa not been 
seen since. 

On Thursday the murderers went toa store 
kept by Walter Dammon, whena Mr. Blake 
came in and mentioned that Capt. 
Cooper had been murdered, Upon 
hearing this the guilty wretches slipped 
out and were making off when 
Dammon calledtothem, They returned and 
were locked up in an oyster house until Sun- 
day. When they were taken tothe jall at 
Lancaster Court-house., Va., a desperate 
but unsuccessful attempt was made to lynch 
the men. 

Both negroes were ofa cunning and ugly 
nature and while imprisoned in the old stone 
jail at Princess Anne made two daring at- 
tem pts to gain their liberty.

The death of Depretis in 1887 made Crispi 
Prime Minister. No sooner was he instalied 
in office than thecountry feit that the helm of 
State was grasped by a man of nei ve as wellas 
ofintelligence. There was an end of the policy 
of offending no one and alarming every one 
with political spectres. Crispi spoke of the 
Vaticar, of the socialists, ofall the questions 
ofthe day, withthe clearness and fearless- 
ness Of the soldier rather than of the poll- 
ticlan. 

His popularity is due to the public recogni- 
tion of his ability and patriotism not to the 
suavity of his manners. He dominated the 
Chamber with his imperious will 
in a way no statesman 
Bigmarck has ventured 
His manner ts that of a man who has neither 
the time nor the inclination to carry his 
measures by coaxing or neg ogy &

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Ships That May Meet im Battle in Brasil 

fan Waters. 

Wasninotor, D. ©., Dec. 15.—Brazilian 
Minister Mendonca seems to have lost hope 
ofanearly settlement of the troubles in his 
country. He is sttltofthe opinion, however, 
that a blow may be struck at the revolt which 
will prove fatal to it if Petxoto’s warships 
Richcullo and Oonstant, now at Toulon, 
France, reinforce the auxtliary fleet sent to 
Brazil from New York and,combining, attack 
Melloand Da Gama inturn. The Nictheroy 
has arrived ata Brazilian port, so the Minis- 
ter is informed through- a dispatch from her 
commander, Capt, Baker, and the America | 
will soon joip her, as will also the Destroyer, 
now namedthe Pirating. These three ships 
are the ones fitted out’ in New York and 
manned by American officers and crews. 

Minister Mendonea does not disclose the 
name of the postat which the Nictheroy is 
nuw walting for her sister ships, butit is 
most likely Pernambuco, but possibly Bahia. 
Both these cities are on the northeast coast 
of Brazil, but fully 1,000 miles from Rio. It is 
understood that these American ships will 
remain here until joinea by the Richeullo 
and Constant. The latterare welleigmored 
and equipped modern men-of-war. These 
ships comprise the available fighting 
strength of Peixoto’s navy. There are other 
loyal ships in the Brazilian fleet, but they are 
bottied uponthe Parana and other rivers, 
whose mouths are closely watched by Mello’s 
superior cruisers. 

Mello’s whereabouts are not known, either 
at Rio or to Minister Mendonca, but he is 
supposed to be blockading Santos and other 
important ports, and is certainly in com- 
munication with Admiral Da Gama, who 
commands the fleet in Rio bay. Mello has 
under his command two ships far superior as 
fighting vessels to anything ip Peixoto’s fleet 
—the Republico and Aquidaban. Under Da 
Gama’s flag in Rio harbor are the Libertad, 
Tarmadare, Gtanabara, Trajano, Venus and 
Jupiter, the transports Purus and Madeira, 
the gunboat Marago, the steamer Pallas and 
the tenders Aprendiz and Marinpelro. 

Naval officers in Washiggton are following 
very closely the movements of the Nictheroy, 
for the reason that she is manned by Amer- 
icans and equipped with guns of a class that 
have never been tried in battle. On board of 
her are correspondents representing all of 
the leading New York papers, and if she does 
engage in what is expected to be a great 
naval battle the country may look for an 
interesting account of it. 

One of these correspondents, while the 
Nictheroy was in port at 8t. Thomas, West 
Indies, on her way to Brazil, thus speaks of 
events on Soard: 

**Capt. Baker has notified the newspaper 
men aboard that no cable communications 
to their respective papers would be allowed 
to leave the ship, and he has assured them 
that the Brazillian Consul has prevented the 
news of the Nictheroy’s arrival at St. Thomas 
from being cabled to the outside world by 
local correspondents. Lieut. Hill has 
threatened to putany man ashore who at- 
temptstoslip a cable through. The mall 
correspondence has been subjected to the 
strictest censorship. No correspondent has 
been permitted to go ashore. The officers 
have in other respects treated the news- 
paper men with fair courtesy. They say that 
this isatime of warand that secrecy is a 
matter of mecessary precaution at present.

THE NEW ‘STATES. 


If the Democrats who are demanding the 
admisson of Utah, Arizona and New Mex- 
‘ico into the Union are building hopes of 
partisan advantages growing out of State- 
hood for those Territories, they would do 
well to recall the bitter experience of the 
Republicans in the election of 1892. 

The Territories of Idaho, Montana, 
North Dakota, | South Dakota and Wyom- 
ing were all let in for no purpose except to 
strengthen the Repubjican party. Not 
one of them had attained the importance 
either in population or material interest 
hitherto considered necessary before ad- 
mission could be granted. But they were 
needed because their electoral votes and 
Senators were needed, and they came in 
only because the Republicans thought 
them sure. 

But the Republicans lost the electoral 
yote of Idaho and two@f the votes from 
North Dakota, They failed to elect all 
their Senators, and not one of the new 
States is ‘‘sure’’ for the party for which 
they were created. 

In the present uncertain condition of 
polities, when the West isfullof unrest 
and dissatisfaction, the Democrats can 
hardly afford toadmit new States merely 
for supposed partisan gain. Arizona and 
New Mexico are supposed to be safely 
Democratic, but they are likely to be any- 
thing else when election day comes around 
again. 

If territories are ready to assume the re- 
sponsibilities' of Statehood and will be 
creditable. members of the Union, they 
should be admitted without delay. But, 
if their admission is only to serve the ends 
of politicians, it willbe not only hurtful 
to the general interests of the country but 
almost sure to react against the responsi- 
ble party.

It shall beso that before we ofder our 
groceries weshall demandto know the 
political opinions of the man who is keep- 
ing the grocery at which we have thought 
of buying, and we shall make sure that no 
one in his employ is of a political faith op- 
posite to our own. 

Before we pay a dry goods bill we shall 
want to know if it comes from a Demo- 
cratic, a Republican or a Prohibition stare, 
If we are in Kansas we shall refuse to pay 
if the dealer doesn’t happen to bea Pop- 
alist.

Passed—Other [Reforms | Contemp!ated , 


by Mr. Devoy. 


Col. Dennis Devoy, who succeeded in hav- 
ing a bill passed at the last Legisiature revo. 
jJutionizing the local system of Justices’ 
cour:s, is anxiously looking forward to the 
time when his pet scheme shall 
go into effect. The meastre as passed 
provided for the abolition of the 
existing systent by substituting for the pres. 
ent fourteen courts, whose justices, con- 
stables and clerks live off the fees, nine 
other, courts whose officers shall receive 
fixed salaries. The bill also contained a 
clause’ ‘ordering the Judges of the 
Cirtceit . Court to resubdivide the city 
into nine new @istricts,. the resi- 
Gents of which shoulad select the 
new judges, constables and clerks therefor 
at the polls in November, 1604. They were 
also ordered to have this redistricting done 
at least six months prior to the elections. 
This gives Jadges Valliant, Dillon, Klein, 
Fisher and Withrow until May 1, 1804, to do 
this work. But Mr. Devoy, however, 
is anxious to have tnis work completed 
before that time and for this reason he 
thinks the subject should be taken in band 
atonce. Asthe author of the bill and the 
man who succeeded in pushing It to passage, 
he thinks he is privileged to discuss the 
prospective redistriction with the Judges. 
And he has decided to call on Judge Valliant, 
whom he terms the presiding Judge, 
in a few days with Representative Alonzo 0. 
Church and ex-Representative J. Bart Par- 
ker, who le@ the fight for the bill in the 
House and Mr. EB. F. Stone who cham- 
pioned the measure inthe Senate and talk 
the matter over with his honor. 

WANTS RIBBON DISTRICTS, 

Mr. Devoy has some very pronounced ideas 
on the subject of redistriction. Says he: 
**The city should be divided into nine dlis- 
tricts that are very close politically so that 
the Democrats and Republicans would have 
to put up their very best men in every dis- 
trict to hope for victory, But the geographi- 


Calis even more im tant than the political 
division, I think the best baie to purity 
the Justices’ Courts is to divide the city 
into nine ribbon districts. By ribbon 
districts I mean districts extending due west 
from the river to the city limits. In the cen- 
tral and thickly settled portions of the city 
these districts wo necessarily have to be 
very narrow, while they woul dually 
widen toward each end of the city. The 
great advantage of this system would be that 
it would rid these districts of the control of the 
ignorant classes of voters and turn.it over to 
the more intelligent citizens, and. those who 
willeiect officers that will be less likely to 
ruo their. courts for private gain. For In- 
stance the Illiterate element t redomi: 
natesin theterritory east of Twelfth street 

between Chouteau and Cass avenue,and now

Mr. Devoy says there 
have been no less than 400 people to already 
announce that they will be candidates for 
these twenty-seven positions next Novem- 
ber. He says he receives iletters every day 
from prospective canaidates who want to 
Know something about the new law and 
think he can post them, 

After Mr. Devoy succeeds in having his new 
Justice of the Peace system Inaugurated he 
wil devote his attention to a Dill he has 
prepared especially for the extermina- 
tion of the **Four Courts ring.’’ This bill

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THE JURY REACHED A VERDICT AFTER 
BIGHT HOURS. DELIBERATION. 


The Discharge of the Officer’s Revolver 
Believed From the Evidenceto Have 
Been Acc idental—Behm Will Be Rein- 
stated—Police News. 


This morning Judge Edmunds opened the 
sealed verdict which was brought in last 
night by the jury in the case of Police Officer 
Fred Behm, charged with assault to kill 
on Vincent Killian, and found that after 
efght hours’ deliberation the twelve jurors 
had come to the conclusion that the shooting 
was accidental and consequently drew upa 
a Verdict of acquittal. 

The case had been on trial fornearty three 
days, and although the evidence was almost 
identically the sameas that offered at the 
preliminary hearing, the jury found 
for the officer. The weight of 
all favored the officer. 
The killing of Killian took place on Aug. 17 
last, at Sixth and Hickory streets. Officer 
Behm was passing the corner on a street 
car going home, when he saw two men 
fighting onthe sidewalk, and was called to 
stop the disturbance. When he got off the 
car Dan Madden, with whom Vincent Kill- 
jan was fighting, ordered the officer to 
arrest Killian. The officer did so and onthe 
roadtothe patrol-box Killian resisted and 
kicked the officer, andthe crowd following 
picked up stones and hooted at the officer. It 
looked like ariot. Killianthen grabbed the 
officer’s gun and the officer drew his weapon 
to keep the weapon from Killian. The latter 
grabbed it again, and in the scuffle to wrest 
the revolver from the prisoner, the 


hammer was drawn back and the gun dls- 
charged. inthis particular it was shown 
that OMcer Behm’s gun was different from 
others. The hammer when drawn back, tn- 
stead of standing until pulled down, files 
back when iet loose. Killian pulled the ham- 
mer, and the bullet entered his body at the 
right shoulder 

The officer who Is under suspension will be 
reassigned to duty at the next regular meet- 
ing of the Police Board,

Coast of Holland, Where the Sea Retires 
in the Summer Months.

The Zuyder Zee is kept back froma num- 
ber of little villages on the coast of Holland 
by a great dike that connects sand dune with 
sand dune. During the low water of summer 
the sea retires fora long distance, and the 
uncovered shore becomes fine pasturage, 
giving the farmers a chance to convert their 
meager grass patches into hay for the 
winter. Unfortunately, this provision of 


nature cannot be enjoyed by all. Itisa Be- 
uest to those viiliages from a Countess who 

ied in the year 1642. 

To speak exactly, each descendant of a res- 
ident of the villages of Laren, Blancum and 
Huizen of that date has inherited the right to 
mye seven cows. This privilege cannot 

e bought or sold; ft can be acquired only 
from an ancestor of the village of that date. 
When the spring comes the cattle are driven 
to the pastures, where they remain for the 
summer. Their owners commonly live five 
miles away, and it necessitates two daily 
milking trips onjwhich they jog overin a cart 
with the cans and pails at mid-day and mid- 


night. 

the pastures are hundreds of acresin ex- 
tent, and for a long time it puzzles visitors to 
see how an owner can find his cows ona dark 
night, but they have trained their animals to 
come toacertain place at the same hour 
each day and night by always carrying them 
some dainty in the shape of salt or potatoes.

Colonna (the daughter of Mrs. John W. 
Mackay) against her husband, the Prince 
Colonna of Italy, took place yesterday be- 
forethe Sixth Civil Tribunal. Maitre Des- 
jardin, the Prince’s advocate, pleaded that 
the Gourt had no jurisdiction on the ground 
that the Prince was an Italian and that he 
retained his domicile at Naples in spite of the 
fact that he has lately resided tin Paris. The 
case was adjourned fora tortnight in order 
that the arguments for and against the juris- 
diction of the court may be drawn up and 
passed upon. 

The Princess is the daughter of Mrs. John 
W. Mackay by her former husband, Bryant. 
At the request of Mr. Mackay she assumed 
his name. 

The Prince met Miss Mackay in Italy twelve 
years ago while she was touring that country 
with her mother. He followed her through 
Italy and proposed marriage. He belonged 
to one of the oldest families in Italy, witha 
Mneage and history rivailing those of the old 
Italian Kings, and both Mrs. Mackay and her 
daughter felt fatterea by the proposal; but 
Mrs. Mackay told Prince Oolonna frankly 
that her daughter was only a stepdaughter 
to Mr. Mackay and would therefore have no 
wedding allowance. Asa matter of fact she 
G14 not possess a dollar in her own name. 
The Prince declared that he cared nothing 
for that, and his uncle, Prince Stigliano, is 
said to have written a letter to Mrs. Mackay 
stating that it was a love match and that 
money was of no consequence.

Defendant Monson Leoking Very Anx:- 
fous and Weary. 


EDINBURGH, Dec. 15.—Interest in the trial 
of Alfred L. Monson, the tutor, charged with 
the murder of Lieut. Hambrough at Ardla- 
mont in August last, is developing as the case 
proceeds. Large crowds of people assembled 
about the court this morning, but only a few 
ofthem were able to obtain admittance to 
the court-room on account of the large num- 
ber of reporters, witnesses and others 
directly interested in the case.

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Means Adopted to Wash the Cerbon Out 
of Smoke From Furnace Fires. 


From the Birmingham Gazette. 

The directors of the Birmingham Mint have 
adopted a practical method of remedying a 
long-endured nuisance. The thick, black 
volumes of smoke proceeding from the high 
chimney stock of the local Mint have long 
been a serious annoyance to the district, and 
the shop-keepers in particular have suffered 
to no inconsiderable extent from the same 


source of trouble. The Mint company has 
suffered perhaps as largely as anyone in the 
vicinity, and has hadon many occasions to 
answer the complaints of the health taspec- 
tors and to pay or ge one ng incident to 
the proceedings that haVe from time to time 
been taken. 

Recently a aati who owns a large 
joinery establishment at Newbury, Berk- 
shire, expressed his willingness to wash the 
smoke by an original process of his own. 
The invention which he has introduced at 
the Mint has met with the entire approval of 
the directors of the company, and has also 
given satisfaction to the health authorities 
ofthe city. Anopportunity was afforded a 
representative of the Gazette of inspecting 
this extraordinary arrangement of making 
black into white. 

First the smoke Is drawn from the stack by 
a powerful fan, and it is then forced through 
a revoiving cylinder intoa tank filled with 
water. Perforated beaters are affixed to the 
back of the cylinder, and these drop into the 
water and scrub or wash the smoke, which Is 
put back into the chimney in the form of a 

erfectly pure vapor. The solid carbon which 

s washed from the smokeis brought out at 
the bottom of the tank all bubbling and boll- 
ing over, toall appearancesa black, foaw- 
ing froth. 

The arrangement of the apparatus allows 
an inspection of the washing process, and of 
the vapor, which, after the cleansing has 
been performed in the tank below, Is perfect- 
ly white and odorless, and Is thrown through 
the chimney into the airas steam. It is an 
interesting fact that the black extract is ad- 
mirably adapted for use in the composition 
of paint and printing ink, while the ammon!l- 
ated water remaining after the process of 
washing possesses the properties of a power- 
ful disinfectant.

After Twenty-Four Days of Unconsolous- 
ness He Finally Dies.
